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PRINCIPAL’S MESSAGE 


Many individuals are failing in life because they have the false 
notion that originality and initiative mark one as peculiar and differ- 
ent. They hold that efficiency in routine tasks indicates stupidity. 
Edward lL. Thorndike, the great psychologist, has exposed the ab- 
surdity of this view. I commend to your consideration the following 
quotation from Thorndike’s utterances: 


“Mar from there being any antagonism between originality and 
industry at routine tasks, or between originality and common sense, 
or between originality and system, there is a positive correlation, and 
one as close as that between industry and enthusiasm or that between 
thoroughness and system. 


“The truly independent thinker does not make less use of other 
men’s ideas than the servile thinker, but more. The expert man of 
science or law or business has a thousand masters while the servile 
mind has but a few. The truly independent thinker does not put less 
faith in his masters than the servile mind. He puts more faith im 
them, but he chooses the right ones to put his faith in. The servile 
mind has faiths that seem strong only because he never questions them. 
His faith in Jones’ liver pills or the divine right of kings is really at 
the mercy of any new quack or Napoleon. In fact, a good definition 
of intellectual independence is ‘reasoned dependence’. 


‘<The truly initiating mind does not imitate less, but more. — It 
imitates more men, in more fields, in a greater variety of conditions. 
But here again it is reasoned imitation; and out of multifarious rea- 
soned imitatings, comes, to him who has the capacity, the insight to 
discern, and the zeal to take, the profitable risk, the hopeful leap in 
the dark, the courageous step upward where no foothold may be found.

genius, but disorder’’.

“(Q call back vesterday, bid time return’’, Shakespeare has said, 
and in truth as I, class recorder, glance back to our yesterday of high 
school years, a hazy mist blears my vision and a quivering plaint wells 
up in some vacant vault of my soul. Be that-as it may, by tilting back 
Time’s craggy blade to take one last panoramic view of our four high 
school vears, I cannot help but note that it parallels a great epoch in 
American history; namely, the discovery and settlement of our own 
native land. + 


In fabricating this chronicle of the graduating class of Nineteen- 
Hundred and Twenty-Kight I shall venture to unfold to vou the reasons 
why we are fascinated as we ponder over these years, and why we are 
sad in bidding them farewell. 





Explorers! Rovers! What an intricate labyrinth of thought these 
words bring to mind. And wandering rovers were we of ’28, when, 


‘ 


hailed as ‘‘vermin’’ on September, 1924, we passaged into a spotless 
new realm, our high school, and, like Columbus, unearthed a land of 
enchantment. Resembling the villagers who settled in America, we at 
once entered into this new hfe with willing minds and an eagerness to 
learn. Amateurs were they in colonizing, and amateurs were we in 
high sehool life. So our first year served as an introduction. It was in 
this vear that we, as lowly freshmen, trailed the stately seniors to the 
football, basketball and baseball games. It was in this vear, too, that 
we were introduced to the dramatic performances, orchestra, and glee 
elub.

Our Junior year was like a battle after which would come the calm 
and steadiness of Seniorship. Many members of our class became 
prominent in the orehestra and glee club; the Literary societies had 
many representatives from our group, while at noon on certain Thurs- 
days we contributed to the general rush for Beacons. Thus like the 
colonists in the great battle of the Revolution, we conquered and pre- 
pared to stand alone and independent as a class through our Senior 
year,

SCHOOL STATISTICS 


A study of office reports brings to light some interesting statisties 
on the school for the past vear. The total enrollment in June, 1927, 
was listed at one thousand and forty-nine, of which five hundred were 
boys and five hundred and forty-five girls. The number of pupils 
registered during the terms of 1928 was given on May 13 as one thou- 
sand and sixty-eight, an merease of twenty-three over the correspond- 
ing period in 1927. Of those registered this year, five hundred and 
seventeen are boys, and five hundred and fifty-one girls, giving prac- 


tically the perfect fifty-fifty proportion of both sexes. 


One of the most progressive steps taken by school officials this 
year was the cutting down of tardies. In previous years students were 
excused for tardiness caused by trival reasons, but September, 1927, 
saw a big change in the attitude of school heads regarding this sub- 
ject. It is now presumed that there is no excusable reason for tardi- 
ness, and more stringent rules to reduce lateness have been instituted. 
The new system has worked out well, as proved by the fact that while 
in April, 1927, for example, there were two hundred and forty-four 
persons tardy, in the same month in 1928 but one hundred and twenty- 
four were late, a decrease of almost fifty per cent in the space of one 


year. 


The number of graduates for February and June, 1928, showed a 
slight falling off from the sessions of 1927. February graduates this 
year numbered forty-two, as compared to fifty-three of the preceding 
mid-term, while the eighty-six applicants for June graduation in 1928 


are a score less than those receiving diplomas in June, 1927, 
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STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


‘Greater progress has been made by the activities of the sehool 
during the past nine months than has been shown in the last three 
vears, combined’’, in the opinion of Principal Fred M. Alexander. 

Proof of this assertion may be found in a review of the work of 
the various activities and organizations. Perhaps the biggest step 
forward has been made with the Student Council and the Department 
of Dramatics. Placing control of the students in the hands of the 
students, themselves, has been the goal of school officials in the ses- 
sions of 1927-28; just how far this plan has sueceeded is evinced by 
the many additional powers given the Student Council, the members 
of which are elected by the entire student body. This board has been 
given power to regulate the luneh-hour problem of pupils goimg up- 
town, and has been able to eradicate entirely this undesirable condi- 
tion. In addition, the Council plans and conducts the weekly assem- 
blies, and has at work a number of important and vital committees. 
A committee from the faculty and the Student Council also meets 
regularly to thresh out student needs. 

The Drama department launched, this vear, upon a gigantic sea- 
son of theatricals, one of the chief items of which was the elaborate 
moving picture, ‘‘Heroes All’’, written, directed, staged, and acted 
wholly by students, last fall. Another movie of this type is now near- 
ing completion. The past few months have witnessed the presentation 
of dramas that have broken -attendance records to shreds. Three 
thousand persons saw ‘‘Smilin’ Through’’, with five hundred turned 
away the first night. Twelve hundred returned for the second pertor- 
manee. ‘The Thirteenth Chair’? was acclaimed as par excellence for 
a high school dramatic offering. 

The vear also saw an enlarged Beacon Newspaper, orchestra, and 
Glee elub, the formation of the Debate club, and the re-introduction of 
girls’ basketball and athletics in the school. 

But the most substantial change was the one made in the organi 
zation of home rooms. For the first time these rooms were really 
united into smooth-working bodies, with interested officers, and care- 
fully planned weekly programs. MHvery Thursday morning, for three- 
quarters of an hour, was held the Home Room period, at which time 
various student matters were discussed and interesting topies sur- 
veyed. Once a month Literary programs were called for. Many good 
prospects for debate, public speaking, and reading were unearthed in 
this manner. 

Taken as a whole, the past vear has inaugurated a new era for 
the activities of the school,—an era which should prove extremely 
luerative to both the school and the participants themselves.

The high school lost its only game 
of the 1927 season, when the Ports- 
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mouth Presidents managed to score a lone 
touchdown through the efforts of the fleet 
half, Casey, who broke away for a 38 yard 
run in the first quarter. Newport News com- 
pletely out-played the visitors all during the 
last half, and twice came within easy scoring 
distance. Captain-elect Barnes exhibited a 
wonderful defensive game in the line, break- 
ing through time after time to get his man. 
Allmond ran the team like clock-work. 


N. N. H. S. 7; Maury 6-—After Maury had 
scooped up a local fumble in the first half to score six points, high school 
staged a gigantic come-back in the third and fourth quarters to finally gain 
the verdict by a one point margin. The Typhoon completely outwitted their 
opponents in the try for the extra, and deciding point. Not a Maury man 
moved when Dick Jordan, center, passed the ball to Earl Dyke, guard, who 
stepped, unmolested, the five yards to the goal line. It was a keen piece of 
football strategy, and the crowd went mad with delight. Dyke, Barnes, and 
Chandler reached the peak of their game. 


N. N. H. S. 20; Danville 0— 
The Blue and Gold warriors ear- 
ried a smashing line-drive attack 
with them to Danville to defeat 
the latter in the third conference 
game of the season. The famous 
‘‘Leake to Joynes’’ pass worked 
to perfection, and kept the Dan- 
ville boys “‘‘up in the air.’’ All- 
mond, Andrews, Pearson, and 
Chandler plowed the line at will.

The weather was ideal, and 
thousands turned out to witness 
the fray.

Dur- 
ing this season Newport News 
played the heaviest schedule that 
it had undertaken in many years. 
In all, fifteen games were played, 
eleven ot these being won, two 
tied and two lost. Maury and 
South Norfolk were the only 
teams to turn in a win over the 
Newport boys. 

This schedule was the first to 
be played on the new high school 
athlete field, a factor which aided 
in makine the 1924 season one of 
the most memorable in the annals 
of the institution. 

Playing the hardest schedule 
ever undertaken by a_ Virginia 
high school, the 1925 Newport 
News high school football team not 
only won the undisputed cham- 
pionship of the high schools in 
Virgin'a, but also, for the first 
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characteristics about Newport 









time in the history of the school, played strong teams from 
out of the state, defeating MeKinley Tech and making a strong 
showing against Central high school, of Washineton, D. C. 
Indomitable courage, splendid morale of both team and school, 
and expert coaching, enabled the 1925 Gold and Blue Typhoon 
to triumph over strong college freshman teams and teams rep- 
resenting schools much larger than Newport News high school. 
Newport News defeated Hampton, its ancient rival, by the 
largest score in the history of the two schools, forty-six to 
nothing. 

The 1926 season opened with the nucleus of the 1924 
championship team again attired in the moleskins and rarin’ 
to go. The prospects were bright when the date of the open- 4 
ing game drew nigh. The Newport boys entered every game a P 
with the spirit of winning the game and the will to work hard in order to do so. gsr 
Newport News tied with Woodrow Wilson in the first championship game of 
the season and made more first downs. In all, eleven games were played, New- 
port News winning nine, tieing one and losing one. Twenty monograms were 
awarded at the conclusion of the season, 


In the 1927 season Newport News was runner-up for the state ¢hampion- 
ship as in the previous season. 
Woodrow Wilson, of Portsmouth, 
again wrested the eastern cham- 
pionship from Newport News, this 
beine the only game lost during 
the entire season. 

One of the most outstandine’ 


News high school teams is the high 
moral tone of members of the 
squads. Every local boy abides 
strictly to the training rules laid 
down by the coach and Athletic 
Couneil. 

The above will only add to the

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DRAMATICS 


Last vear the official dramatic classes were established, and con- 
sidering the youth of the innovation, wonderful work was accomplished. 
However, it remained for the vear of 1927-’28 to witness unparalleled 
success in this new department. Under skilled direction by Miss Crane, 
dramatic ability in N. N. H. S. students has, and is being developed

It is defi- 
nitely known that the murderer of Spencer Lee and Wales are one and 
the same person, that he or she must be one of the thirteen—now 
twelve, and that a woman visited Spencer Lee the day of his murder. 
Helen O’Neill admits that she did so, but only for Helen Trent’s let- 
ters, because the latter is the sister of Billy Crosby, the man she loves 
and is to marry.

SHOWING BLIMP ON SCHOOL 


HIGH SCHOOL SCENE OF NEW AIR FEAT 


An aerial feat which attracted nation-wide attention was per- 
formed on the roof of the Newport News High School, when the giant 
dirigible TC-5, from Langley Field, swooped down from the air to 
make a perfect landing on the top of the building. The ‘‘stunt’’ 
was executed on the afternoon of November 10, 1927, in the presence 
of hundreds of students and townspeople who had received word that 
the attempt at a landing was to be made. Several photographers from 
large papers throughout the country were on hand with tripod and 
camera, 


After several previous attempts in other cities to effeet such a 
landing had proved unsuccessful, officials of the air station decided to 
make another effort in Newport News, using the high school building 
as the setting. A squad of soldiers were stationed on the roof to catch 
the ropes from the big airship, and local school officials were also in 
evidence on top of the school. The blimp made two test dives just 
above the building, and then, with everyone tensely waiting, sailed 
easily down, to come to rest safely, and create another record in the 
field of aeronautics. 


Langley Field officials were enthused over the feat, saying that it 
marked a new era in air travel. Due to the wind, the eloth cover- 
ing on the ship’s rudder was slightly torn, but the damage was incon- 
sequential.
